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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to Applicant's argument that the 
different gate doping requirement of claim 1 is not found in the cited art, examiner respectfully disagree, since the Applicants do not 
further limit claim 1 beyond the terms "first dopant concentration" and "second dopant concentration", Nishihara (U S. Pub. 
2002/0137320) discloses forming a first gate (FIG. 7: 8n) and a second gate (FIG. 7: 8p) wherein the first gate comprises a first dopant 
concentration and the second gate comprises a second dopant concentration different from the first dopant concentration (page 5, 
paragraphs [0079]}, Nishihara teaches Applicant's claimed invention. For these reasons, examiner holds the rejection proper.
